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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

13. As previously indicated in the office action dated July 3, 2006, claims 15 and 20 
are allowed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

14. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of .35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter, which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1 - 14, 16 - 19 and 24-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

As written, line 9 of claim 1 , line 6 of claim 1 2 and line 7 of claim 24 recite the 
limitation "the user." There is, however, insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in 
the claim. There is no previous mention of "a user" and thus, claims 1,12 and 24 
require clarification and/or correction. 

Response to Arguments 

15. Applicant's arguments, see pages 15-24, filed December 2, 2006, with respect 
to the reference of Johnston (U.S. 2,696,858) have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. The prior art rejection of claims 1 - 14 and 17 - 19 has been withdrawn. 
Applicant has argued that the limitation of a "hobbyist-useable" apparatus for the 
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fabrication of writing instruments having a plastic casing poses different structural 
limitations not present in industrial applications and thus, the apparatus of Johnston, 
being useable in industrial applications, is not capable of performing in the same 
environment of Applicant's apparatus. Examiner agrees. The apparatus of Johnston is 
large and is for use in an industrial setting. Furthermore, Applicant has amended the 
claim(s) to state that the exterior mold assembly is manually moveable. The prior art 
reference of Johnston teaches an apparatus for the fabrication of rattan furniture with 
interior and exterior mold assemblies; however, the mold assemblies, respectively, are 
moved via an hydraulic ram, such ram being operated by a motor, allowing for efficient 
manufacture of furniture. Thus, the mold assemblies of Johnston, being intended for use 
in an industrial setting are not manually movable and cannot be modified as such. 
Therefore, Examiner has withdrawn the prior art rejections; however, in light of the 
amendment, maintains the indefiniteness rejection set forth above, which should require 
minor correction by Applicant.
